Injuries 
sustained in 
two car 
accident 


Secondary Highway 766last Tuesday. RCMP 
said road and weather conditions and alco¬ 
hol were not factors in the accident which 
happened shortly before noon.

Edith Wilson, age 76, and her passenger, 
Nels Peterson, both of Olds, were sent to 
hospital with neck injuries after the acci¬ 
dent occurred 16 km west of Olds on High¬ 
way 27. 

Olds RCMP said a car driven by 35-year- 
old Brenda Mesiatowsky of lnnisfail was 
struck from behind while she waited to turn 
south at the intersection of Highway 27 and

An Olds woman who ran a 
stop sign and crashed into the 
side of a Grey Hound hus was 
fined $500 and had her driv 
er’s licence suspended for one 
year after pleading guilty in 
provincial court. 

Rhonda Sharpe was charged 
in June after RCMP watched 
her run a red light and hit the 
hus. No one was injured in the 
accident. 

Sharpe admitted she had 
been drinking the night of the 
incident but said she had no 
intention of driving until a do¬ 
mestic incident led her to go 
searching for her sister. 

Thejudge gave Sharpe until 
November 30 to pay the fine.

Joy Travis, age 42, was 
charged in February after an 
Olds man ended the couple’s 
two and a half year relation¬ 
ship. In sobbing testimony the 
judge strained to hear, Travis 
told the court she had acciden¬ 
tally taken the man's instant 
teller card in its envelope when 
she was packing up her things 
and when she discovered she 
had it plus his PIN, she took 
out 15 withdrawals of $200 
each, totalling $3000. 

Al ter her first appearance in 
front of the judge, a visiting 
lawyer agreed to act on her 
behalf. After consulting with 
Travis, he told the court she 
had taken the money and put 
it into a manila envelope in 
exactly the denominations it 


Social Services for taking care 
of four grandchildren has been 
given a chance to pay back the 
money she owes before being 
sentenced. 

Patricia IToulx, age 52, was 
charged in July after Social 
Services discovered she had 
continued to collect benefits 
for four children after one of 
the children was returned to 
his mother. The overpayment 
totalled more than $6000. 

Proulx’s defence lawyer told 
the court she had always in¬ 
tended to ret urn the money by 
selling her home but after the 
sale was completed she dis 
covered she only raised $4000. 
A cheque in that amount was 
handed over to the court. 

The judge agreed to allow 
Proulx another month to raise 
the remaining amount before 
sentencing her on the fraud 
charge, to which she had 
pleaded guilty. She will return 
to court on October 18. 


Binge leads to arrest 

An Olds man who lunged at 
a police officer and pulled a 
prxket knife after he had been 
handcuffed will be sentenced 
on the offence next month. 

James Orossan, 35, was ar¬ 
rested on July 18 after a rela¬ 
tive phoned the RCMP out of 
concern that Crossan, who had 
been drinking heavily, was 
about to drive to Calgary. When 
RCMP approached Crossan, 
they discovered a can of pep¬ 
per spray, a prohibited weapon 
in Canada. While the RCMP 
tried to take the can away from 
Crossan, he became violent and 
lunged at an officer who then 
arrested him, handcuffed him 
and put him in the back of a 
police cruiser. Crossan then 
pulled a pocket knife which 
was attached to his belt but 
was quickly disarmed. He was 
charged with possession of a 
prohibited weapon, resisting 
arrest and possession of a dan¬ 
gerous weapon. 

After pleading guilty to the 
charges, Crossan said the inci¬ 
dent occurred after a drinking 
binge. He admitted he had a 
problem with alcohol but had 
been sober for seven years until 
this event occurred. 

After listening to Crossan's 
testimony, Provincial Court 
Judge M.H. Porter order a pre¬ 
sentencing report. Crossan is 
expected to be sentenced on 
October 11, after the PSR is 
completed.

A Medicine Hat woman was 
given a conditional discharge 
after she pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
session of a narcotic. 

Tania Harms was arrested 
outside an Olds motel on Au¬ 
gust 12 after an RCMP officer 
smelled marijuana. Approxi¬ 
mately seven grams of the nar¬ 
cotic was found on Harms. 

After hearing the details and 
learning Harms had no crimi¬ 
nal record. Judge H.M. Porter 
told I larms he would allow her 
to keep her record clean. 

"The first time around, I’ll 
give you a break," he said. "The 
second time, you'll have acrimi- 
nal record." 

As part of the conditions of 
the discharge, Harms must 
perform 30 hours of commu¬ 
nity service within three 
months.

One of the benefits of travel is the opportunity to see 
how life is lived in other parts of the world and since this 
is still Canada, it is very interesting to compare the new 
with what is known. 

An interesting feature which seems to have leapt out 
and grabbed my attention here is the esthetic value 
inherent in the small towns. In Didsbury we are working 
to enhance our downtown core with plans laid out by the 
BRZ. Greenery, sidewalk improvements, benches, his¬ 
toric store fronts are all part of the plan. In Ontario, small 
towns seem to have made these kind of enhancements a 
way of life. 

Brick and old fashioned street lamps are the norm. 
The streets are clean and the store fronts visually stimu¬ 
lating. And regardless of why the tourists come, they are 
flocking to these streets in droves and, from the looks of 
things, spending lots of their hard earned cash. 

The idea can work much the same at home. Regardless 
of what there is to do otheiwise in Didsbury, a beautiful 
presence makes a considerable difference. Look at Bragg 
Creek. What is there to do and see in that community? 
Granted, there is a thriving cottage community in Ontario 
but it cannot be the only reson why these small towns are 
busy. Heading out to the cottage is an escape from the 
"urban". Instead they come for the ambience, the sight¬ 
seeing and to appreciate the beauty of a small, safe 
community, all the same benefits we have in spades in 
Didsbury if we were wrapped in a spruced-up package. 

With the enhancements, Didsbury can offer the same 
ambience, the same attraction as many of the small towns 
in Alberta and in Ontario who seem to thrive on the 
attention of day and weekend trip tourists. Put out 
historical street lights and wrought-iron benches. Make 
the stores attractive from the outside and give people a 
visually pleasing area to walk and they will do so just for 
the pleasure of it. Wandering into stores and unplanned 
purchases are a natural extension. People will come from 
all over just because it is a destination. 

Another natural extension is the number of offers to 
purchase home owners will face. When you find a small 
communityjust outside a major centre which attracts the 
tourists, the poeple who want to make the pleasure a full 
time feeling will not be far behind. And that’s good news 
for the tax rates. 

It certainly works out here.

Friends of Medicare 

One of the defining charac¬ 
teristics of Canada is our uni¬ 
versal, accessible and compre¬ 
hensive health care system. It 
doesn't matter where you live 
in this country, how rich or 
poor you are, we all are entitled 
to receive the same level of 
health care. 

I believe, in the 30 years 
since medicare was introduced 
in Saskatchewan, Canadians 
have come to see our national 
health care system as a Cana¬ 
dian birthright. It is one of the 
key characteristics that sepa¬ 
rates us from the Americans 
and is something we are known 
for around the world. 

But health care in Alberta 
has come under serious at¬ 
tack. Ralph Klein and his gov¬ 
ernment are pushing us to¬ 
wards a two-tier system where 
the rich have complete and 
faster access to necessary serv¬ 
ices, but the middle class and 
poor have second class care or 
no care at all. 

Alberta is allowing private, 
for-profit health clinics like the 
Gimbel Eye Centres to charge 
individuals a facility fee for 
services and to bill the tax¬ 
payer for the rest. On October 


15, a new national private clin¬ 
ics policy will come into effect. 
This federal government policy 
is meant to crack down on 
facility charges at private clin¬ 
ics which are against the 
Canada Health Act. Each prov¬ 
ince will have to either elimi¬ 
nate facility fees or fully fund 
the medical services provided. 

If Alberta fails to comply, it 
will face stiff financial penal¬ 
ties. The federal government 
will deduct the facility charges 
from the province's annual 
health transfer payment. The 
cost to Alberta will be $7 mil¬ 
lion. 

I strongly support Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien and 
Federal Health Minister Diane 
Marleau's actions on facility 
fees. Ralph Klein and his gov¬ 
ernment must be sent a strong 
message that there must be 
things money cannot buy. And 


in this country, health care 
has to be one of them. 

I urge you to let Chretien, 
Marleau and your Member of 
Parliament know of your strong 
support for the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment’s actions. You can 
write them at House of Com¬ 
mons, Ottawa, K1A0A6. 

You can also send a strong 
message to Ralph Klein by 
getting a copy of and helping 
get signatures for Friends Of 
Medicare’s petition To Save 
Universal Medicare And En¬ 
hance Quality Health Care. 
We hope to present this peti¬ 
tion to the Alberta Legislature 
during National Medicare 
Week, which is October 30- 
November 3.

Jail-N-Bail is a fun and unique way to raise money for the 
Canadian Cancer Society. 

Participants are "arrested" by a member of the Jail-N-Bail squad and taken 
down to the jail, where they appear before a mock judge and jury (and boy, can 
they mock!). Each jailbird is brought up on dubious charges, definitely found 
guilty, and then bail is set. Jailbirds attempt to raise their bail by convincing 
friends and co-workers to donate money - even if it means they will eventually 
be set free! (All donations are tax deductible and receipts are issued.) 
Telephones and fax machines are provided and it is suggested that jailbirds 
bring personal phone and fax directories. The usual sentence is one hour, 
although this can be considerably reduced for "good behaviour by having 
pledge sheets partially completed beforehand. (Pledge sheets are mailed out to 
jailbirds along with a confirmation of their arrest time as soon as they are 
scheduled.) 

As a memento of the jailbird's time in the slammer, a mugshot is taken and later 
mailed, along with a great big thank you for helping in the fight against cancer.

The need for intervention 
can be triggered by long term 
exposure to stress, or by a sin¬ 
gle particularly harrowing epi¬ 
sode. 

"There are a few things that 
take it out of the realm of the 
ordinary’”, Osborne said. “One 
is when a child is involved, 
people tend to project a lot, 
they personalize a lot more. 
Another one is when they know 
the victim, or when they arrive 
and realize there is nothing 
they can do.” 

The CISD program is rela¬ 
tively new in Alberta. Since 
1985 the Disaster Social Serv¬ 
ices Branch and Alberta l*ublic 
Safety Services, in conjunction 
with the Mental Health Serv¬ 
ices Division of Alberta Health, 
have worked to establish a 
province-wide support net¬ 
work. Alberta’s original direc¬ 
tor. Robert van Goethem, was 
initially obliged to provide hard 
data’ to the government to 
‘prove’ the program’s merit. 

The Hinton railway train 
disaster on February 8, 1986, 
lamentably provided all the 
hard data’ required. 

Early on a Saturday morn¬ 
ing an east bound VIA Rail 


program, which is provided to 
emergency responders free of 
charge, and affirm its continu¬ 
ation. 

"It's a very effective program 
for two reasons, ” Osborne said. 
"First, because of the help it 
gives people who could be suf¬ 
fering for a very longtime. Sec¬ 
ondly, it’s a very cost effective 
way of making sure these prob 
lems are dealt with before they 
become bigger." 

CISD services provided by 
Alberta Health are open to ail 
emergency responders who 
require assistance, encom 
passing professional respond¬ 
ers, volunteers and even 
passers -by who assisted in res¬ 
cue measures. 

"It’s for just about anybody 
involved in a disaster situa¬ 
tion," Osborne said. "We don't 
ask who these people are, we 
ask where they were." 

Confidentiality is para¬ 
mount and while peers and 
those close to the affected indi¬ 
vidual often provide invaluable 
support, well meaning ‘outsid 
ers’ should avoid counselling' 
agendas. 

■'Ibe best way toavoid prob 
lems is Just not to try to do it,” 
Osborne said. 'Ibe two biggest 
worries to us are that the per¬ 
son would not go far enough; 
providing a superficial over¬ 
view- ’Who did what, when, 
where, okay, goodbye.’ That’s 
not enough. The second and

While they're professionally 
stoic and routinely heroic, 
emergency response workers 
too often literally look death in 
the face and it inevitably takes 
it’s toll. 

“Shows like ‘911’ raise this 
image of these guys as some¬ 
how superhuman," said Steve 
Osborne, a psychologist and 
the designated regional Criti¬ 
cal Incident Stress Debriefing 
(CISD) responder. "TheTV im¬ 
age of these guys is not one 
hundred percent accurate. 
They’re just people, they’re no 
different than us. When we see 
something that makes us 
queasy, don’t think it doesn’t 
make them queasy too. They 
may use their black humor to 
cover it but they deal with it so 
regularly, they need help to 
deed with that stress.” 


passenger train was struck 
head on by a west bound Ca¬ 
nadian National freight train. 
An excerpt from van Goethem’s 
own report read; "Rescue per¬ 
sonnel arrived at the disaster 
site to be confronted by about 
100 injured survivors...milling 
about in a confused and cha¬ 
otic state. Some had been he¬ 
roically trying to rescue oth¬ 
ers; many had seen fellow pas¬ 
sengers literally vaporized be¬ 
fore their eyes.” 

A follow-up survey of re¬ 
sponders who agreed to par¬ 
ticipate in a study revealed that 
over 75 percent of the partici¬ 
pants deemed post-disaster 
counselling provided within 
two days of such an event "very 
important".

As we gear up for the eooler 
weather it is not too early to 
think of protecting ourselves 
against the pending "flu" sea¬ 
son. Despite its reputation as a 
nuisance, influenza is also a 
potential killer. Each year in 
Canada, influenza related ill¬ 
ness is responsible for thou¬ 
sands of hospital admissions, 
job absenteeism and comes 
with an enormous price tag. 

Influenza or "flu" is a very 
contagious disease caused by 
a virus and spread by cough¬ 
ing, sneezing and even talking. 
'Ihe illness consists of fever, 
chills, sore throat, weakness, 
loss of appetite and muscle 
aches and is more severe than 
the common cold. 'Ihe real dan¬ 
gers are the complications. In¬ 
fluenza leaves the body’s 
defenses weak and open to 
other infection, particularly in 
those people with underlying 
chronic illness. 

Pneumonia, a very serious 
lung infection is the most com - 
mon complication and can be 
fatal. Natural immunity against 
the influenza virus does not 
exist because the structure of 
the virus varies from year to 
year. That is why we need to 
have a new shot each flu sea¬ 
son. Antibiotics are also not 
effective against the flu. 

Yearly vaccination is the 
most effective way of prevent¬ 
ing influenza or reducing the 
severity of illness and saving 
lives. It will not protect you 
from the common cold how¬ 
ever. 

The influenza vaccine for the 
1995-96 season contain these 
strains: 

a) Johanncsburg/33/94 - 
like strain 

b) Tcxas/36/91 - like strain 

c) Bejing/194/93 - like

Vaccine is provided free of 
charge to people over the age of 
65 and anyone with chronic 
medical conditions such as 
heart, lung, or kidney disease 
or diabetes. Residents of nurs¬ 
ing homes or chronic care fa¬ 
cilities are also at risk. 

Today’s vaccines are ex¬ 
tremely safe and most people 
have little or no reaction. Some 
may experience a slight sore¬ 
ness at the needle site. Also, 


you cannot get influenza from 
the vaccine. 

Anyone allergic to eggs or 
egg products should not get 
the shot because tiny traces of 
egg protein may be present in 
the vaccine. Any person under 
65 or who does not fit under 
the "At Risk" category can re¬ 
ceive the flu shot at a cost of 
$5. 

Watch for dates of flu clinics 
at your local district health 
unit office.

Main Street Beat 


I want to take this week to 
discuss a subject that is of 
importance to everyone but, 
unfortunately is not thought 
about as often as it should. 
The subject is communication. 
The importance of communi¬ 
cations is obvious, yet so much 
poor communication occurs. 

To businesses communica¬ 
tion is perhaps the most im¬ 
portant facet. Businesses sur¬ 
vive and prosper on the 
strength of their communica¬ 
tion skills. Well done signs, 
good advertising, hours of 
opening, sales and promotions, 
customer relations and even 
the transmittal of reputations 
are all part of a successful 
business communication strat - 

egy 

Signs are often the most 
obvious communication tool 


used by a business. Business 
signs can be wonderful addi¬ 
tions to a business but a poorly 
thought-out or executed sign 
will confuse your customer, 
detract from the shopping and 
physical environment, as 
well as detract from your 
business trade. One of Main 
Street’s aspects is its 
Signage Program which of¬ 
fers matching funds (up to 
a maximum of $500) to 
businesses that develop 
high quality signage meet¬ 
ing with the approval of the 
Main Street Advisory Board’s 
Design sub committee. Main 
Street can also help with the 
design of high quality signs. 

Customer relations are also 
an important part of a commu¬ 
nication strategy, perhaps the 
most important aspect. An 


other word for this is service. 
Service can make or break a 
small town business and high 
quality service is one of the 
most important selling points 
of our businesses. Service com¬ 


prises an entire spectrum of 
items including how you and 
your employees communicate 
with your customers, the atti¬ 
tude of your employees to your 
customers, how disputes are 
handled and how you market 
your goods and services. The 
old adage to remember is that 


a happy customer will tell a 
friend, but an unhappy cus- 
tomerwill tell all of their friends. 

Another aspect of commu¬ 
nication is the telephone. I have 
noticed that many of our busi¬ 
nesses have Calgary direct 
telephone lines to access 
the huge Calgary-area 
market. This is good for 
the health of our busi¬ 
nesses and, of course, for 
the town as well. Unfortu¬ 
nately these lines are quite 
expensive and the money 
spent on these costly items is 
money that leaves the town 
and goes to AGT. 

Telephone lines are particu¬ 
larly important in light of the 
way that the world economy is 
shifting from a capital-inten¬ 
sive, industrial based economy 
to an economy based on knowl 


edge and its transmittal. This 
new economy is exciting as the 
product-knowledge is so easily 
transmitted by fiber optic tel¬ 
ephonelines. Thiseconomy and 
its pnxiucts rely on cheap, fast 
and reliable communication. 
Every telephone, fax, or long 
distance charge is added to the 
cost of doing business and to 
the product so value must be 
added to ensure that profit¬ 
ability continues. 

Interestingly North America 
was running out of telephone 
numbers. The increasing 
number of fax, cellular and 
second lines to both homes 
and businesses was quickly 
eating up the available phone 
numbers. The response was 
the requirement that all long 
distance calls, even within an

area code, must include the 
area code in order to be con¬ 
nected. Now area codes can be 
created that have numbers 
other than a 1 or 0 in the 
second position (i.e. 403 or 216 
can now be 433 or 286) so that 
the total number of phone num - 
bers available increases dra¬ 
matically. 

The point of this column is 
that in today's economy com¬ 
munication is more important 
than ever before. Communica¬ 
tion is not simply the act of 


speaking to each other but com¬ 
prises an entire spectrum of 
actions, reactions and events. 
Main Street is particularly in¬ 
terested in signage for our 
downtown business commu¬ 
nity.

The glut of new long distance companies on 
the market has created a lot of confusion these 
days, but a new local service is offering a simple 
way to save. 

Lo-Link, a service of Trans-Canada Audit of 
Didsbury, is a select route calling service which 
allows Didsbury callers to make unlimited long 
distance calls to Calgary .Crossfield and Priddls 
for one low monthly price. And Didsbury 
customers are beginning to line up to sign on. 

Available to both residential and commer¬ 
cial customers, the Lo-Link service is provided 
through savings discovered in AGT tariffs (price 
schedules). 

Corinne Gough, owner of Trans-Canada 
Audit, said she searched for a year and a half 
to find enough information along with special¬ 
ized equipment to offer competitive long dis¬ 
tance rates for Didsbury calls to Calgary. 

With the help of a technical firm and in- 
house staff, “We finally achieved it," Corinne 
said. 

Trans-Canada Audit, started in April 1994 , 
audits utilities for companies to find savings 
through refunds and tariff regulations which 
may be missed by the utility company. 

The result of their effort was the chance to 
offer Didsbury callers a program through which 
residential customers pay $24.95 and com¬ 
mercial customers pay $39.95 for unlimited 
calling to Calgary. Besides personal and busi¬ 
ness calls, the service is also great for Internet 
users. 

"The beauty of it is you can use Lo-Link and 


still keep your other long distance savings 
plans," Corinne said. 

As for the savings, Corinne said they meet 
all Canadian Radio and Telecommunications 
Commission standards and are governed by 
the AGT tariffs. Calls are still placed on AGT 
lines but. because of the recent CRTC deci¬ 
sion to allow resale of long distance by smaller 
businesses, Trans-Canada can use their dis¬ 
covered savings and pass them on to the 
consumer. 

The Goughs, who are relatively new to the 
area, met in the Banff area in 1979. They 
moved to Didsbury along with their three 
children in 1993. Corinne said they are pleased 
to be able to operate a business out of their 
home in Didsbury and give other Didsbury 
residents a chance to save on their long 
distance bills. 

“I grew up on a farm in Saskatchewan," she 
said. “This really feels like home to me.” 

The Goughs are currently renovating their 
home to add more office space for their 
business.

Callers who 
sign up for October and November will receive 
the rest of September's callingfor free. Internet 
users can also take advantage of TCA's exper¬ 
tise in setting up Internet connections and 
home page construction.

spected cowboys, three-time 
Canadian champion Duane 
Daines, was in hospital with 
severe back injuries. 

The 36-year-old Innisfail, AB 
cowboy was crushed against 
an iron chute by a horse called 
Blue Boy in the saddle bronc 
riding. The mishap occurred 
as the horse reared at the mo¬ 
ment the chute gate cracked. 
Daines immediately flopped to 
the ground, his back brocken, 
his body paralyzed from the 
waist down. He was taken to 
hospital at nearby Vernon in 
the north Okanagan and was 
later transported by plane to 
Vancouver General hospital. 

Doctors described the in¬ 
jury as "very serious." Some36 
hours after the accident, doc¬ 
tors were doing exploratory 
tests, examining x-rays and 
considering surgery or placing 
their patient in a body brace. 

Blue Boy, a powerful, 1,300 
lb. blue roan gelding, is known 
for bad habits during the sad¬ 
dling process and was cross- 
tied upon entering the chute. 
"Just as the gate opened, the 
horse started to turn out and 


then threw himself back, 
crushing Duane into the back 
end of the chute," said Keith 
Hyland, rodeo administrator 
for the Canadian Professional 
Rodeo Association. Hyland was 
assisting Daines get out on the 
outlaw. 

"Within moirents, he was 
coherent and aware his inju¬ 
ries were serious," said Hyland. 
"He told a paramedic applying 
a neck brace that his neck was 
fine but, "I think 1 broke my 
back again.’ He knew he had 
no feeling in his legs." 

Daines fractured his back 
in a similar accident in 1986 at 
the Williams Lake, BC Stam¬ 
pede, though he suffered no 
paralysis on that occasion. 

It's expected the 17-year pro 
will remain in Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral for at least two weeks be¬ 
fore moving him to Calgary. 
Doctors can’t say if Daines will 
regain feeling in his lower body. 
They are waiting for the swell¬ 
ing to subside; but it is known 
his 11 th vertebrae was shat¬ 
tered and his spinal cord is 
pinched. It was also confirmed 
he suffered a broken rib. 


The two-time Canadian all- 
around champion and 1991 
Canadian saddle bronc: cham 
pion was planning to retire at 
the end of the season. He only 
had nine broncs left on his 
calendar, one this week at 
Pendleton, OR, one at each of 
Lacombe and Hanna, AB the 
weekend after next and six at 
the Canadian Finals in Ed 
monton in November. 

Daines was also the choice 
of many of his fellow cowboys 
to succeed Jim Dunn as presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Profes¬ 
sional Rodeo Assoc iation at the 
end of the year. 

And his wife Cheryl, a pro 
barrel racer and school teacher, 
is expecting a baby in mid 
December. 

Meanwhile, Skeeter 
Thurston of Nanton, AB won 
his third straight Canadian 
rodeo, scoring 85 points on 
Bruce Flewelling’s Silver Wings 
to top the bronc riding at 
Armstrong for $2,104. That 
carried him into fifth in the 
Canadian standings with just 
two rodeos, at Hanna and 
Daines continued on page 23

Some of you may have read 
that one of our councillors is 
heading to Kananaskis Coun¬ 
try on Saturday, September 23 
to accept an award from the 
Royal Life Saving Society of 
Canada recently won by the 
Didsbury Aquatic Centre. Well, 
be assured that some of our 
lifeguards are tagging along to 
celebrate this achievement] We 
really wouldn't miss it. We are 
certainly proud of this accom 
plishment whic h was won over 
all other pools in Alberta situ¬ 
ated in a town with a popula¬ 
tion of less than 7,500. The 
award we are receiving is called 
the Class 9 Affiliate Award. 
The points earned t oward this 
award are based on the number 
of Royal Life Saving courses 
run in 1994. These courses 
included Jr. Resuscitation, 
Lifesaving I, II and III, Bronze 
Medallion, Sr. Resuscitation, 
Bronze Cross, National Life¬ 
guard Service award and 
Aquatic Emergency Care. 
There are many young swim¬ 
mers in our area trained in 
water rescue through partici¬ 
pation in these courses and we 
thank them for this participa¬ 
tion.
